MURDER. - 


Folix Frederick Carrosi was brought up 
at B. B. M. Court at Yokohama, before J. 
J. Euslie, Esq , Acting Assistant Judge, on 
the 4th inst., charged with feloniously and 
wilfully murdering Jah Yen Poh, one of 
i the crew of the schooner Nemo of which he 
: was Captain, on the high seas on July 5th, 
‘in Lat, 48.91 N. and Long 145.52 E. 


Lt will be remembered that the Nemo 
left this purt about fise months ago.on a 
sealing expedition under the command of 
Captain Carrusi; the owner, Mr Snow, 
being also op board. 

Mr Walford appeared for accused and Kr 

Lowder prosecuted. 
{ Brom tha evidenco piven “by eaveral'of 
the Chinese sailors it would appear that 
the deceased was in good health until the 
mormivg of June 28th, when the. Captain 
kicked and beat him with two clubs for 
about five minutes. Deceased was at the 
wheel when assaulted, He fell dowa and 
the Captain kicked him. so that he could 
not get up avd had to Le sasisted to bis 
bunk by some uf bis shipmates. When he 
got down below he cried .with puin and 
cummenced to vomit blood, | His budy was

Aearulo, however, many. jurymen go to 


their work vith a. ploasing degree of uo-) 


binsaed indifterence © ariaing’ {rom hearty 
disguat ‘consequent cn being called upon to 
porform.an unpleasant duty, resulting pas: 
sibly in groat waste of time abd mohey. 
The existenco, too, of such indifference is 
very often almost humorously peaved in 
the choice of a foreman, it being well-known 
that tho ‘ president of the box’ ie fraquent- 
ly chosen simply from the fuct that he hap- 
pans to be seated neareat ta the judge. 
However, it~by no means follows that a 


specially stupid jury. Still suob.a ju y is

The really smart counsel is only 
too pleased with the ‘highly intelligent 
juryman ’ who takes cojions nutes, possibly 
ag unintelligible to hiusself as te others, and 
who ia not happy until he has asked his 
brace of gneations, In snawerinz such ques~ 
tions, if the learned counsel cannot. find 
some way or other of tickling the vanity of 
the ‘highly iutelligent,. ho is totully un- 
worthy (if in actiminal cade) of having his 
portrait figure iu the Polsce News or (if in 
a civil cause) of ‘receiving the gratifying 
thanks of a speculative solicitor.
